cent of his party’s vote in a three-cornered race in which 
his nearest opponent — and a popular Hoosier, at that— 
gamers only 31 per cent, things are coming up roses for 
him. 
Although Vice President Hul>ert Humphrey wasn’t 
in the race in Indiana, there are certain parallels be­ 
tween the 1968 primary there and the 1960 primary in 
West Virginia, where Senator Kennedy’s brother met his 
first big test on his road to the White House. For John 
F. Kennedy eight years ago. West Virginia was a cru­ 
cial election to establish whether a Catholic contender 
had a chance to win the United States presidential nom­ 
ination. He defeated Humphrey decisively and was well 
on his way to election.

Indiana held much the same challenge to the late 
President’s younger brother. Had he faltered in Indiana, 
his chances of gaining the nomination would have been 
dimmed, if not extinguished. His victory preserved the 
Kennedy magic at the polls and apparently set the stage 
for another Kenned y-Hu mph rev confrontation — not at 
the polls, but in the convention hall in Chicago in Au­ 
gust. 
The implication is that Senator Eugene McCarthy’s 
chances of gaining the nomination now appear to be 
slimmer than at any time since the New Hampshire pri­ 
mary, in which he scored such a surprising victory. It 
seems to come down to this: For all his refreshing candor 
and happy new approach to campaigning, McCarthy’s 
amateurism is no match for the slick professionalism 
Kennedy is able to muster.

Nearly IOO clergy and lay 
representatives of the parishes 
and missions of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Northern Michigan 
gathered in Munising Friday 
and Saturday for the 73rd an­ 
nual convention of the Dio­ 
cese. 
St. John’s Church was the 
host church, marking the first 
time in many years that a 
large diocesan event had been 
held in a mission. The Vener­ 
able Carlson Gerdau, archdea­ 
con of the Diocese, is vicar of 
Et. John's. 
The Rt. Rev. George R. Sel- 
way, D D.. Bishop of tile Dio­ 
cese, is recovering from an 
emergency appendectomy per­ 
formed last week and was un­ 
able to attend. 
Because St. John’s lacks suf­ 
ficient seating for such a large 
congregation, 
the 
convention 
took on a decidedly ecumenical 
look. 
Business sessions were 
held in the Presbyterian Church 
and the opening banquet took 
place in the parish hall of the 
Catholic church. Holy Commu­ 
nion on Saturday morning was 
celebrated in the sanctuary of 
the Lutheran church and the 
luncheon was in the Methodist 
church. 
Banquet Speaker 
Speaker at the banquet was 
the Rev. Quinlan Gordon, con­ 
sultant on the urban crisis to 
the Executive Council of the 
Episcopal Church with head­ 
quarters in New York City. His 
topic was, “W hat’s Going On 
Down There?” 
The Rev. Mr. Gordon ex­ 
plained the restructuring of the 
Executive Council in order to 
update that structure so that it 
can do its job more effectively 
in the light of today’s demands. 
One departm ent in the new 
structure is concerned with the 
General 
Convention’s 
Special 
Program. Three million dollars 
a 
year for three years was 
pledged by the General Conven­ 
tion of the Episcopal Church 
meeting in Seattle last fall to 
work with the poor, particular­ 
ly the black poor, throughout 
the nation to help them to make 
a better life for themselves.

U.S. officials had said they ex­ 
pected Thuy to open with an at­ 
tack on the United States and to 
set forth Hanoi’s demand that 
President Johnson stop the rest 
of the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam and “other acts of war” 
against his country. The de­ 
mand has been made repeatedly 
by Hanoi broadcasts, including 
one Sunday. 
Advance word was that Harri­ 
man 
would 
stress

readinesss to lift the bombing if

some showing of military re­ 
straint. The U.S. 
government 
claims that since Johnson limit­ 
ed the bombing an March 31, 
Hanoi has increased the sup­ 
plies and troops it is sending 
into the South. 
Want Zone Restored 
The United States would like 
to see a restoration af the demil­ 
itarized zone between North and 
South Vietnam and an early 
cease-fire throughout the coun­ 
try' as steps toward peace, but 
U.S. officials declined to dis­ 
close 
when 
such 
proposals 
would be made. 
The French government was 
reported playing a quiet go-be­ 
tween role in bringing the two 
sides together and helping them 
iron out problems. The Soviet 
government supports the talks 
and has wished them “complete 
success.” Red China has urged 
the North Vietnamese to fight 
on, and Western diplomats be­ 
lieve Peking would wreck the 
talks if possible. 
The French government said 
last wTeek that farces “hostile to 
peace” were trying to upset the 
talks by exploiting the student 
rebellion which closed part af 
the University 
of Paris

and resulted

fighting. Officials said privately

Long Process 
The opening of official conver­ 
sations between President John­ 
son and President Ho Chi Minh 
through their ambassadors is 
the culmination of a process 
that goes back directly almost 
six months. 
Serious peace probes began in 
1964 when the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese felt close to 
defeating the South Vietnamese 
government. The U.S. govern­ 
ment, unwilling to see the South 
overrun, took the position the 
probes at that time were not se­ 
rious. 
With the Saigon regime on the 
brink of collapse—as U.S. offi­ 
cials 
later 
admitted—Johnson 
ordered the bombing of North 
Vietnam in February 1965 and 
within three months called a

probe. It was one of a long ser­ 
ies of diplomatic moves that got 
nowhere. 
Deadlock Broken 
Gradually hard positions de­ 
veloped on

The United 
States said, in various ways, 
that it would not stop the bomb­ 
ing unless North Vietnam gave 
it some evidence of peaceful in­ 
tentions. 
The deadlock began to break 
at the end of December when 
North Vietnam said talks “will” 
be held if the bombing ended. In

Communists 
launched a big offensive agamst 
the cities and towms of South 
Vietnam and, although suffering 
heavy losses, farced a sweeping 
review af American policy. 
Hanoi Accepts

Glaucoma Clinic 


Set On May 


A Glaucoma Screening Clinic 
will be held in the St. Francis 
Gym on May 22 from 6 to 9 
p.m.. Dr. Gordon Eadie, director 
of the Alger-Schoolcraft Health 
Dept, announced this week. 
Screening will be limited to 
adults 
in 
the 
Schoolcraft 
County area 40 years of age and 
older and will be conducted by 
the physicians of Schoolcraft 
County, who are donating their 
time. 
“Glaucoma affects the vision 
of one in every 50 adults 40 
years of age and over in the 
U.S..” Dr. Eadie said. 
“These men and women are 
slowly losing their sight from 
this eye disease because of ig­ 
norance or neglect; in order to 
detect this stealthy attacker be­ 
fore it does irreversible harm, 
we are scheduling a clinic for 
detection.” 
Symptoms of glaucoma are 
need for frequent changes of 
glasses, none of which is satis­ 
factory; inability to adjust the 
eyes to a darkened room, such 
as a theater; loss of side vision; 
blurred 
or foggy’ 
vision 
or 
seeing rainbow-colored rings 
around lights. 
“If you have ever experienc­ 
ed any of these symptoms,” Dr. 
Eadie concluded, “you should 
take part in the screening pro­ 
gram or consult your own phy­ 
sician.” 
Glaucoma detection is possi­ 
ble through use of a tiny device 
called a tonometer which mea­ 
sures the amount of pressure 
within the eye.

bumble bee was an effective pol­ 
linator of blueberries and that 
honey bees were not effective 
because their tongues were too 
short to reach well into the 
flower. 
Boost Yields 
But research undertaken by 
the MSU Department of En­ 
tomology — in cooperation with 
the Blueberry Growers Associa­ 
tion — showed that blueberry 
bushes caged without bees each 
yielded 1.5-2 pounds of berries 
per bush, while several other 
bushes, which were “flooded” 
with honey bees, produced yields 
of up to 52 pounds each. 
“Prior to 1963, there had been 
hardly any renting of honey 
bees in the blueberry field,” 
Martin says. “Now it’s an agri­ 
cultural practice.” 
How does one refit a bee? 
A grower simply contacts a 
beekeeper, tells him how many 
hives are needed and when. 
The keeper loads the required 
numbr of hives — usuaHy two 
per acre for blueberry fields— 
onto a truck and delivers them, 
then picks them up again when 
the bees have done their duty. 
There is no set charge, but 
the Michigan Beekeepers Asso­ 
ciation has recommended its 
members charge a minimum of 
$8 per hive. 
Weather Factor 
Each hive is a four - sided 
wooden 
box. 
containing 
IO 
frames for honey combs, Mar­ 
tin says. In midsummer, when 
the colonies are working at 
peak, a series of five or six 
“hive bodies” weighs 115 - 120 
pounds and contains some 65,000 
bees. 
How long the bees work on a 
field depends on the weather, 
Martin explains. 
In a cherry’ orchard, for in­ 
stance, the bees would work 
three or four days if the weather 
is wann and the bees have 
what Martin terms “ideal flying 
conditions.” If it were cold, 
though, Martin said it could take 
the bees up to a week or more 
to complete the pollinating pro-

Beekeeping in the state had 
been on a gradual decline be­ 
cause of a static honey market. 
says Dr. Bert Martin, a Mich- 
State University entomologist. 
Then bee rentals boomed. 
Last year, some 10.000-12.000 
Colona es of bees were used on 
6.000 acres of berries operated 
by 
the 
Michigan 
Blueberry 
Growers Association alone and 
the state’s beekeepers benefited 
by some S70.000. 
Rely On Bees 
Bee pollination is required in 
the annual production of more 
than $80 million worth of Mich­ 
igan 
crops. 
Martin 
explains. 
While wheat, oats, barley, corn 
and many other field crops are 
wind pollinated, most fruits and 


vinecrops like cucumbers rely 
almost entirely on bees to carry 
out that process. 
“ In the 1920s, people realized 
that bees 
were necessary for 
some pollination,” Martin says, 
“particularly in apples and tree 
fruit crops and it became fairly 
common to bring in some bees.” 
Several factors combined to 
push honey bees out of their 
hives and rn to the fields. 
Wild Bees Killed 
“Many of the state's blue­ 
berry plantations (totaling some 
9.000 acres) are close together.” 
Martin says, “and the bumble 
bees couldn’t do ah the pollinat­ 
ing necessary because the con­ 
centration of bloom 
was too 
much for them.” 
The number of crop acres re­ 
quiring bee pollination increased, 
Martin adds, and pesticides took 
a toll of the native bee popula­ 
tion. 


incomes Range Widely In U.S. 


NEW YORK 'AP) — Per cap­ 
ita income of Americans during 
1967 ranged from $3,865 in Con­ 
necticut to $1,895 in Mississippi, 
and therein lies some of the ex­ 
planation for differing views on 
scores of economic and social 
matters. 


There is a danger, however, 
in assuming the figures are stat­ 
ic. 
The 
Commerce 
Depart­ 
ment’s latest “Survey of Cur­ 
rent Business,” in which the fig­ 
ures are reported, makes clear 
that the incomes picture is be- 
j coming more uniform. 


Broadly speaking, the areas 
with the lowest per capita in­ 
come generally are advancing 
at the fastest rate, except in 
periods of swift economic acce­ 
leration. Then the advance is 
.more similar for all regions. 
The survey notes that in 1967 
personal income rose a bit less 
than 7 per cent for the entire na­ 
tion. But there was a relatively 
large range within that figure. 


Above 
average gains were 
made in the Far West at 8 per 
1 cent, 
and in the Southwest, 
Southeast and Mideast at 7 
per cent. 
In 
New 
England 
and 
the 
Rocky Mountain states the in­ 
crease was average. 
But in the Great Lakes and 
Great Plains the gain was only 
51^ per cent.
